THE girlfriend of missing 
RAF airman Corrie McK- 
eague has shared a poignant 
first image of her baby bump 
as she prepares to give birth 
to his child. 

April Oliver, 21, posted the 
black and white image along 
with an emotional message 
to their baby on Facebook. 

She can be seen sitting on 
the end of a bed, cradling her 
large baby bump with her 
right hand while wearing a 
knitted jumper dress. 

Her left hand is holding 
onto a pair of Timberland- 
style baby booties, similar 
to the adult ones Corrie was 
wearing when he disap¬ 
peared more than seven 
months ago. 

Writing to their unborn 
child, April said: “You bring 
me so much pain yet just as 
much joy. Your daddy would 
be so proud of you, my little 
one and would love you as 
much as I do. 

“Corrie will be part of both 
of us forever, no-one can take 
that away.” 

Corrie, 23, was last seen 
in the early hours of Sunday, 
September 24, after a night 
out in Bury St Edmunds, Suf¬ 
folk. 

Police have revealed they 
have since spent more than 
£lmillion trying to find him. 

Fitness instructor April 
had been dating Corrie for 
around five months before 
he went missing. 

Along with the photo¬ 
graph, she shared an emo¬ 
tional message to the baby 
which is believed to be due 
early summer time. 

She said: “I struggle with 
finding the right words be¬ 
cause sometimes when you 
have to be strong and put on 
a brave face you forget about 
the precious moments that 
pass by. 

“Yesterday was an emo¬ 
tional but exciting day, and 
sometimes it only takes one 
person to help you see what 
you have. 

“I miss and love Corrie with 




every part of my body and 
little things set off different 
emotions. 

“I can’t help but be truly 
unconditionally in love with 
my baby and you’re not here 
yet. 

“You bring so much pain 
yet just as much joy and your 
daddy would be proud of you 
my little one and would love 
you as much as I do. 

“Corrie will be a part of 
both of us forever and no one 
can take that away. Mummy 
loves you little baby.” 

April’s father, David Oli¬ 
ver, commented on the post, 
writing: “Proud dad/grand¬ 
dad.” 

April met Corrie on a dat¬ 


ing website. She discovered 
she was pregnant just two 
weeks later. 

After announcing her preg¬ 
nancy, April has remained 
relatively quiet only sharing a 
handful of images and posts 
about Corrie. 

In March, she shared a self- 
ie of the pair during a day out 
together captioned “I miss 
you every second of every 
day.” 

Search teams are in still 
searching a landfill site in 
Milton, near Cambridge, 
where Corrie’s body is be¬ 
lieved to be found. 

At present they have failed 
to find any trace of him, de¬ 
spite shifting through more 
than 3,100 tonnes of waste. 

Police believe the Scot end¬ 
ed up in the back of Biffa bin 
lorry following the night out 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Waste management staff 
had initially said that the 
bin weighed 11kg however it 
was later revealed it actually 
weighed 116kg. 

The bin Corrie is thought 
to have been in is believed to 
have contained rubbish from 
a Greggs store. 

Last week, Corrie’s mother, 
Nicola Urquhart, 48, admit¬ 
ted to the News that she was 
‘concerned’ police had been 
given the wrong information 
about her son’s whereabouts.

saved the same as I was 
last year.” 

Shaun, who lives in 
Burrough Green, was left 
for dead at the side of a 
road near Newmarket 
last summer after Jan 
Adamec, from Haverhill, 
crashed into him - pin¬ 
ning Shaun between his 
own BMW and another 
car. 

After fleeing the scene, 
Adamec was caught and 
jailed for more than three 
years after he admitted 
causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving. 

The 150-mile ride was 
aimed at raising mon¬ 
ey for Ipswich Town’s 
adopted charity, Prostate 
Cancer UK, but cyclists 
had the option of choos¬ 
ing a different charity in¬ 
stead. 

The former Newmar¬ 
ket FC footballer raised 
£2,825 for the East An¬ 
glian Air Ambulance and 
Friends of Ipswich Town 
charities. 

Shaun has made as¬ 
tonishing progress in 
his recovery, learning to 
walk on prosthetic legs 
only five months after 
the accident.

DOG CHASE: Alma managed to avoid capture for 18 days after 
escaping from a garden in Hertfordshire 


A RESCUE dog who bolted 
from her new home in Hert¬ 
fordshire has been found - 
nearly three weeks later and 
90 miles away in Newmarket. 

Alma, a former street dog 
from Romania, managed to 
escape on her first night at her 
new adopted home in Anstey 
on April 26. 

Dog trapping team Kaye 
Wicks and Nicki Scriven spent 
a week tracking her. She used 
railway lines to travel, cover¬ 
ing up to 14 miles under the 
cover of darkness each night. 

A Facebook page was set up 
for the public to report sight¬ 
ings of Alma, who would pop 
up in people’s gardens. They 
also created a map showing 
where she had been spotted. 

Kaye said: “Street dogs have 
distinctive behaviour, which 
makes them a nightmare to 
catch. 

“They are savvy - Alma 
seems to have known what 
she was doing. 

“We believe she travelled 
just over 90 miles from An¬ 
stey to Newmarket, wind-

ing through Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire, Essex, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Suffolk.” 

In the lead up to Alma’s 
eventual capture, Kaye got a 
call from a woman who said 
the dog was in her garden in 
Newmarket. 

Kaye said: “The lady was ab¬ 
solutely brilliant, she called as 
soon as she saw Alma in her 
garden. 

“I got her to put some food 
out for her and to call back if 
she ate it. When she did, we 
went over to the address, and 
made a scent trail - using sar¬ 
dines - to lure Alma back to 
the garden.” 

She added: “Once we knew 
what time she was habitually 
coming back to the garden 
and how long she was staying 
for, we moved in and man¬ 
aged to catch her.” 

Alma was caught on Satur¬ 
day, May 13, 18 days after she 
went missing. 

But she will not be return¬ 


ing to her former address - 
the owners feel they are not 
experienced enough to offer 
her the home she needs. 

She is now in a private ken¬ 
nel awaiting rehabilitation 
and a new home. 

Alma’s former adopters 
said: “We feel relief and grati¬ 
tude that Alma has been 
found and is now on her way 
to care. 

“It could not have hap¬ 
pened without the extraordi¬ 
nary, superhuman kindness, 
goodness and selflessness of 
an army of people. 

“Sadly, it is clear we won’t be 
able to give Alma a home as 
she needs specialist care, but 
we will support her.” 

Kaye said: “To rescue a dog 
from a terrible life in Romania 
is a truly wonderful thing to 
do, but it is so important that 
it is done properly. 

“Any dog that is transport¬ 
ed for 36 hours by road to a 
new life with strangers in a 
completely different country 
would find the experience 
quite overwhelming.”

THE annual meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council was held in the 
Community Room at Cheveley 
School when Cllr Richard Jackson was 
elected as chairman and Cllr Claire 
Elbrow as vice chairman.

MRI scanner 
plays key role 
in saving lives 

The Animal Health Trust - which is celebrating its 75th 
anniversary year - tells us how an MRI scanner played 
a vital role in saving the life of cat Milo and how you 
can support an appeal to upgrade this key piece of 
equipment 



AT the Animal Health Trust it's 
the combination of expertise 
and specialist equipment that 
helps its vets save animals' 
lives. 

About two thirds of the 
dogs and cats referred to 
the AHT will have an MRI 
scan, a technology the AHT 
pioneered in veterinary 
medicine. 

In 1992, the AHT was the 
first practice in Europe to 
get a dedicated veterinary 
MRI machine and has since 
helped countless animals get 
the appropriate treatment, by 
proving the key role of MRI 
in diagnosing problems of the 
brain and nervous system. 
Without it, pets like cat Milo 
wouldn't be alive today to tell 
the tale. 

This lovely long-haired 
ginger cat came to the AHT 
after he had been in a nasty 
cat fight and was badly bitten 
on his head. The bite formed 
a small abscess which was 
initially treated by Milo's local 
vet. 

However, within a week

of seeming to be on the 
mend, Milo started staggering 
and pressing his head into 
corners of rooms. This was 
very alarming for his owner so 
she sought urgent veterinary 
advice and Milo was quickly 
referred to the AHT. 

An MRI scan showed Milo 
had a fractured skull and 


an extensive brain abscess. 
Milo's condition was very 
serious as he also started 
fitting. He spent several 
days in the AHT's small 
animal hospital under close 
monitoring and intense 
treatments. 

Given the severity of his 
condition, it was difficult to 
predict if Milo would survive. 
After several days of fighting 
for his life he gradually started 
to pull through. 

Teresa, Milo's owner, said: 
"It was a tough time but we 
are so grateful to the team at 
the AHT because we were 
bracing ourselves for losing 
this very special cat. No 
praise can be high enough for 
the team involved in his care. 
They certainly made the most 
of his chances and gave him 
back at least one of his nine 
lives!"

Plaque unveiled for 
town codebreaker 


A BLUE plaque 
dedicated to Bill 
Tutte was unveiled in 
Newmarket on Sunday. 

The unveiling took 
place at Fitzroy House, 
in Black Bear Lane, 
where Tutte was born in 
1917. 

The plaque was 
unveiled by town mayor 
Andy Drummond at 
racehorse trainer 
Michael Bell’s yard, 
whose grandfather was 
Sir Stewart Menzies 
- the chief of MI6 
from 1939 to 1952, and 
Tutte’s boss. 

“It’s an amazing 
coincidence,” said Mr 


Bell. “I obviously had no 
objections at all.” 

The plaque was 
organised by the 
Bill Tutte working 
group, which is also 
responsible for the 
Code Breaker memorial 
sculpture unveiled in 
2014 on Rutland Hill. 

Other guests at the 
unveiling ceremony 
included the Bill 
Tutte Club, which is 
a Newmarket-based 
after-school maths and 
science club. 

The project was 
backed by Newmarket 
Academy and the town 
council.

HE wasn’t as famous as Alan 
Turing, but he was a brilliant 
pioneer whose work helped 
to shape modern-day com¬ 
puter technology, and inter¬ 
net search engines. 

Now Bletchley Park, base 
for Britain’s wartime Nazi 
codebreakers, is celebrating 
the centenary of Bill Tutte’s 
birth with a new exhibition. 

The commemoration 
started on Sunday with the 
Bill Tutte Centenary Sym¬ 
posium, a series of lectures 
exploring the life and works 
of the mathematician. 

A Bletchley Park spokes¬ 
woman said: “Tutte was a 
Cambridge graduate from 
Newmarket who made an 
often overlooked achieve¬ 
ment in unravelling the 
working of the Lorenz ma¬ 
chine, a more complex sys¬ 
tem than Enigma, that was 
used by the German high 
command. 

“He then devised a sta¬ 
tistical method of breaking 
the code, allowing Bletchley 
Park to decode some of the 
most top-secret messages 
sent during the war and pav¬ 
ing the way for the creation 
of Colossus, the world’s first 
semi-programmable elec¬ 
tronic computer.” 

After the war, Tutte’s work 
in graph theory led to some 
of the key mathematical 
developments that have 
shaped the internet today. 

Ian Standen, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Bletchley Park 
Trust, said: “As with many 
of his wartime colleagues, 
Bill Tutte’s impact at Bletch¬ 


ley Park during the Second 
World War is equal to the 
importance of his legacy to 
mathematics and comput¬ 
ing today. 

“We’re delighted to be 
marking the centenary of his 
birth with a series of lectures 
on his life and work and this 
also marks the opening of a 
new exhibition, Bill Tutte: 
Mathematician + Code- 
breaker.” 

Tutte’s successes were on 
a par with those of Alan Tu¬ 
ring, who received an OBE 
for his wartime work, yet 
Tutte was granted no recog¬ 
nition from the Government 
during his lifetime. 

After leaving Bletchley 
Park, he was appointed a 
fellow at Trinity College in 


Cambridge, before emigrat¬ 
ing to Canada, where he 
became a renowned math¬ 
ematician and professor. He 
died in 2002, aged 84. 

Dr David Kenyon, re¬ 
search historian at Bletchley 
Park, said: “Tutte’s contri¬ 
bution was a turning point 
in what Bletchley Park was 
able to achieve during the 
Second World War. The Al¬ 
lies’ understanding of the 
German plans in France 
prior to D-Day is very sig¬ 
nificantly based on Lorenz 
intercepts rather than Enig¬ 
ma. Had they not had this 
intelligence, their under¬ 
standing would have been 
much weaker.” 

The exhibition opened to 
the public on Monday.

Growing need 
for advice 
on benefits 

A GROWING number of cancer 
patients at Addenbrooke's Hos¬ 
pital are seeking welfare benefits 
advice. 

The Macmillan welfare advice 
service at the hospital is now dou¬ 
bling its opening hours to support 
those in financial distress. 

Research by the charity and 
the University of Bristol Personal 
Finance Research Centre has 
revealed that cancer costs patients 
an average of £570 a month 
through lost income, hospital 
travel costs, increased heating 
bills and parking charges. 

The Suffolk Macmillan Welfare 
Rights Advice Service launched 
at Addenbrooke's last September 
as a new partnership between 
Macmillan and Suffolk County 
Council. 

A service adviser visits the 
hospital every Wednesday to offer 
free and confidential support to 
patients and their families and will 
now also attend on Thursdays. 

The charity says that in the 
first four months of the service it 
supported 61 people. By the end 
of March this had risen to 117 
people. 

Between September and the 
end of March, the service helped 
people access more than £3,000 
in Macmillan grants and £250,000 
in ongoing benefit gains.

T HE showbiz calendar is a 
busy one filled with glitz, 
glamour, limousines and 
celebrities. But I'm not 
talking about Hollywood or 
Cannes. The Toronto International 
Film Festival - TIFF to its friends - is 
entering its 41st year and with a 
line-up of400 films, it's more than 
capable of competing with these more 
famous movie business meccas. 

I flew in on Air Canada’s new 777 
Dreamliner, and arrived to a 
bustling city and a temperature of 
36°C, which was a bit of a surprise in 
September. It’s at times like this you 
appreciate that air-conditioned 
limo, although, in a pinch, the 
recently introduced Union Pearson 
Express will get you downtown from 
Toronto Pearson in 25 minutes, 
costing a fiver each way. 

I check in to the impressive Delta 
Hotel on Lower Simcoe, in the new 
SoCo (Southern Core) area, a trendy 
mix of restaurants and bars. The 
blue glass exterior reflects the iconic 
CN Tower, and below it is Ripley's 
Aquarium, both of which I am 


looking forward to visiting. 

In the bright, airy atrium, I am 
greeted by the cheerful concierge 
who shows me around. 

As I'm on a tight schedule, I head 
up to my room, where floor-to-ceil- 
ing windows offer a view that is 
simply stunning. The restaurant, 
whiskey bar and executive floor 
offer similar vistas. 

But first, food. Toronto's many 
communities from the Brewery and 
Financial Districts to SoCo and 
Lawrence Market offer something 
for every palate. 

Scaramouche offers yet more 
views, with the opportunity to grab a 
panoramic shot while enjoying 
excellent pasta and seafood. 

Then to bed, ready for the next 
day's city tour and a bucket list 
entry, the CN Tower’s Edgewalk. 

A hearty breakfast prepares me for 
two extremes: seeing the entire city 
on one of the many hop on, hop off 
buses, then my walk around the 
outside of the CN Tower with 
nothing but a strap and fetching 
orange jump suit to protect me.

I catch the bus at the bustling 
Yonge and Dundas intersection 
between downtown Garden District 
and Moss Park. Leaving every 20 
minutes, the tour costs £22 for an 
adult ticket, £12 for children and £63 
for a family ticket. There are 22 
points of interest along the way, plus 
the chance of a harbour cruise. 

The two hours fly by thanks to the 
tour guide's commentary and 
regular photo stops. You can hop on 
and off at the designated spots, and 
there's a comfort break halfway 
round the circuit. The company also 
offers visits to Niagara Falls, but plan 
them carefully to ensure you don't 
have to rush it. 

Towering over the Toronto 
skyline, the CN Tower stands 1,815 
feet above Downtown, and boasts 
the world's highest full-circle 
hands-free walk. Whatever your 
brain might tell you, it's very safe. 

After a safety briefing we head to 
the glass lift then we're up and out. 

From the top of the tower you get 
the best view of Toronto possible 
without climbing aboard a helicop¬ 
ter. The adrenalin courses through 
your body - and it's all captured on 
camera to share with friends. 

Would I do it again? Yes, but next 
time at night, which apparently is a 
completely different experience. I'm 
so overcome I buy a mug and a 
fridge magnet. 

After hitting the heights, I dive 
underground to Ripley's Aquarium, a 
TARDIS-like attraction that seems 
bigger on the inside than the outside. 

It offers a totally immersive 
spectacle with plenty of opportunity 
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to have your photo taken with the 
exotic sealife swimming above you. 
Grabbing a selfie with a shark is 
obligatory for any tourist. 

At the end of the tour, you head 
upstairs into a setting that looks as if 
you're standing on a beach with the 
vast sea in front of you. In true Ripley's 
style, it has to be seen to be believed. 

The same could be said of that 
evening's outing to TIFF and the 
premiere of The Magnificent Seven 
reboot, in the company of the stars of 
the film, Denzel Washington, Ethan 
Hawke, Chris Pratt, Peter Sarsgaard 
and the gorgeous Haley Bennett. Like

said, Toronto does A-list well. 

The city pretty much closes its 
centre down at night for the event, so I 
finish star-gazing and head off to take 
in the TIFF buzz. Something is 
happening on every street corner, and 
the city bristles with selfie sticks. It's 
2am by the time I make it back to bed. 

The next day I head for the Royal 
Ontario Museum. I've visited it before, 
to see China's Terracotta Army. 

Now, the main attraction is US 
sculptor Dale Chilhuly, who uses the 
mediums of ice, water, glass and neon. 

His works are stunning, even to my 
untrained eye. Two hours later, I find 


myself in El Catrin, an eatery in the 
trendy Distillery District. 

If you're after Mexican food, and 
experimental cocktails, this is the 
place. Elsewhere, check out Dhoba, 
one of the city's finest curry houses. 

At the weekend, take in a baseball 
game at Rogers Arena -1 watch the 
Toronto Blue Jays play the Boston Red 
Sox. Even if you've never seen a game 
before, the whole show that is major 
league baseball is intoxicating. The 
Jays win, adding to the feelgood factor. 

My last day in Canada is a relatively 
short one but I still manage to cram in 
one more restaurant, the Good Son. 

Set in Queen Street West, at first 
Good Son looks as though you may 
have wandered into a cross between 
an antique store and book shop. 

They haven't updated in many years 
yet it's still bang on trend. The food 
spans great sharing dishes such as jerk 
shrimp and steak tartare to their own 
wood oven pizza. I opt for seared 
Digby scallops with cauliflower risotto 
and crispy capers. 

You can't help but marvel at the 
ever-changing landscape here. There's 
the bright lights of Downtown; the 
trendy Brewery District; there’s Queen 
Street West and the up-and-coming 
SoCo. You're never short of something 
to eat, drink and see in this beautiful 
city at any time of year. 

I'm already considering coming 
back for the Christmas Markets...

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A story for the 
young ones... 

Adrian Edmondson reveals how turning 60 and the 
death of his friend Rik Mayall have affected him. As his 
debut children's novel is published, he tells HANNAH 
STEPHENSON why family remains his priority 


A drian edmondson is 

admiring a poster of 
himself and his late friend 
Rik Mayall, embellished 
with smaller pictures of 
the pair in different guises at the 
bottom of the frame. 

Since his friend and comedy 
collaborator's death in 2014 from a 
heart attack, he has kept his 
counsel on how he copes with the 
loss of the man he starred with in 
hit Eighties and Nineties comedies 
The Young Ones and Bottom. 

They had been close pals since 
meeting at Manchester University, 
cutting their teeth at The Comedy 
Store before gaining fame in 
Channel 4's The Comic Strip 
Presents... with the likes of Dawn 
French, fennifer Saunders (who 
Adrian went on to marry) and other 
young comedy stars of the time. 

He has, however, touched on 
death in his debut children's novel, 
Tilly And The Time Machine, about 
a seven-year-old who lives with her 
scientist dad, the inventor of a time 
machine, and wants to be 
transported back to her sixth 
birthday party when her mummy, 
who had cancer, was there. 

"Part of the inspiration for this 
book is looking at death," he 
explains. "I found I could write 
about adult things more easily in a 
children's book than I could when I 
was trying to write an adult novel." 

Adrian, who turned 60 this year, 
found it difficult to show emotion 
publicly following Rik's death. He 
was a pallbearer at the funeral. 

"It feels intrusive having to 
explain yourself, which is why 
people write. You process 
it in a different way." 

His friend's death, 
he says, came as a big 
surprise. 

"He was like a 
brother. It's just very 
weird when someone 
like that pops off. 

"I miss the man who 
would laugh at my most 
stupid jokes. We had a 
little shorthand of texts. I 
mean, fennifer's very funny and 
laughs at 90% of my jokes, but there 
are 10% which only Rik would 
laugh at - and now I don't really 
have an audience for those." 

After Rik's death, Adrian went to 
three therapy sessions, before 
finding a book that helped him

and Adrian

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more. He says: "I discovered 
stoicism, the proper philosophy 
rather than the dictionary 
definition, which is stiff upper lip. 

"I read a book by Riles Evans 
called Philosophy For Life: And 
Other Dangerous Situations and 
I've been a lot better since then. 

"You start to learn that you can 
have different responses to things. I 
have definitely mellowed. 

"Very little annoys me now. I 
work on not being annoyed." 

While his new book is gentle and 
funny, it also touches on cancer, a 
subject close to home after wife 
fennifer was diagnosed with breast 
cancer in 2009. He has previously 
said lots of people get cancer, it's 
part of life, and that people 
shouldn't be defined by it. 

"It's boring to treat people 
who've had cancer and survived as 
'cancer survivors' for the rest of 
their lives. They're just people." 

The couple have been married 
for 32 years and guarded 
their privacy throughout. 
"The secret (of a 
happy marriage) is 
don't talk about it. 
Any couple that start 
talking about 
themselves in 
glowing terms in the 
papers usually end up 
divorced the week after." 
Professionally, it's clear 
there is no competition 
between them. She's won all the 
awards in the house - apart from 
his Celebrity MasterChef gong from 
2013 - but it doesn't rankle. 

"People worry about this, don't 
they? They think it must be horrible 
being married to a successful 
woman but I don't think it is. I'd 


much rather be married to a 
successful one than an 
unsuccessful one." 

Family is hugely important to 
Adrian, whose first marriage was 
short-lived. When he proposed to 
fennifer, he said: "Will you marry 
me and can we have children?" 

"I don't know where that came 
from, because it never occurred to 
me with any other girlfriend," he 
says, laughing. 

They have three grown-up 
daughters and three grandchildren, 
on whom he dotes. 

"I do like children," he 
says. "I find them 
immense fun. I know 
people who see their 
children as a duty - and 
that must be hard. But 
there's nothing I like 
more than the company 
of kids, even when they 
are grown up. Ours are 
always around and I 
really enjoy it. It feels like 
what it's about and it's 
uncomplicated." 

While they have kept the family 
home in Devon, the couple spend 
most of their time at their house in 
central London, which they bought 
to be near the children. 

Only one of their daughters, 
Beattie, 29, has gone into acting. 

She stars in the comedy losh, and 
fennifer has already guest-starred 
twice as her on-screen mother. 

"It's always a bit of a worry when 
your kid says, 'I'm funny! When she 
told us 10 years ago that she was 
doing a show at university and did 
we want to see it, we went up 
thinking, 'Oh God! Suppose it's just 
awful!' But it wasn't. She's good at 
what she does."

Later this year, Adrian will be 
filming a new four-part ITV police 
drama called Bancroft, in which he 
plays a policeman who wants his 
female counterpart's job, so there 
are no thoughts of retirement. 

But the deaths of Rik and several 
other friends have made him 
consider his own mortality. 

"I recently turned 60, which I'm 
having a bit of trouble with. It just 
seems very old. When I was a 
teenager, 60 seemed pretty close to 
death. You'd expect people to die in 
their 60s of old age. I suppose that's 
gone up to late 70s or 80s 
now - well, it has for me! 

"I feel that you're 
generally going uphill in 
life but I've gone over the 
crest and although the hill 
might still be quite long 
on the way down, I 
definitely feel I'm looking 
down. 

"It's made me 
rationalise what I enjoy 
and make sure I do what I enjoy. 

I'm not as desperate as I was. I've 
decided what I am. 

"After a long time of being a 
pretend comedian, I've decided 
I'm a writer of children's books and 
an actor - two jobs which fit each 
other like a glove, because they fill 
in the gaps for each other. And I'm 
very happy doing those things." 

His first children's book may 
touch on death, but it also 
celebrates life as Tilly surrounds 
herself with happy pictures of her 
mother.

New Range Rover to 
celebrate milestone 

LAND Rover has announced a 
new landmark edition of its Range 
Rover Evoque model to mark the 
building of 6,000 units in the six 
years since its introduction. 

Demand is still increasing for 
the pioneering luxury compact 
SUV that delivers critically- 
acclaimed design, desirability 
and all-terrain capability to the 
segment it created in 2011. 

Six years after going on sale, 
sales reached an all-time high for 
a single month both globally and 
in the UK. The UK registered a 
record 6,781 Evoques in March 
2017 and almost 18,000 Evoques 
were sold globally. 

Priced from £39,000, the 
Landmark Evoque makes its 
global debut at this week's Royal 
Windsor Horse Show, when 
orders will open.

M ENTION a new car is 87mm 
wider, has a wheelbase 
increased by 95mm but 
overall is 2mm shorter than the model 
it replaces yet there's bags more 
room inside and most punters will be 
left confused and perhaps unable to 
comprehend what's going on. 

The answer is to sit inside the all- 
new SEAT Ibiza supermini and the 
penny will drop. 

However, UK motorists will have 
to wait until July to find out for 
themselves as that's when the fifth 
generation Ibiza arrives. 

But most people will be impressed 
because the new five-door Ibiza - the 
three-door and ST estate versions 
have been dropped from the range - 
is the roomiest in the supermini class 
and along with its stylish looks and 
vastly improved interior furnishings 
and fittings it sets new levels for a car 
in this class. 

Much of the extra space is due to 
the car's new platform - it's called the 
MQB A0 and SEAT is the first to use it 
in the Volkswagen Group - and with a 
body that is 30 per cent stronger, the 
latest Ibiza has a far more solid feel 
about it out on the road. 

SEAT is lucky in being part of the 
Volkswagen empire since it can let 
its parents do all the engineering and 
technical homework on engines, 
chassis and the like and then cream 
off what it wants. 

That allows the SEAT designers to

come up with attractive looks and 
smarter interior layouts for their own 
brand of cars. 

A simple solution of course and one 
that has paid big dividends for the 
Spanish car maker, originally regarded 
as a lame duck when VW took it over 
back in 1986. 

The new Ibiza stands out from 
the crowd with striking and stronger 
bodylines. It also sits better with lower 
looks and has rather natty styled 
triangular front lights, all making the 
car more grown-up. 

It's certainly a totally different kind 
of supermini compared to the first 


edition Ibiza from 1984. That one was 
designed by the famous Italian stylist 
Giorgio Giugiaro and was regarded 
then as being very avant garde. 

Times (and tastes) have moved 
on and the latest Ibiza is really 
impressive, not only because of the 
vastly improved interior space and 
trim levels but the way the car actually 
drives - a crucial factor of course. 

Relying on VW powertrains the 
new Ibiza has the 'in-house' three- 
cylinder 1.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine with a choice of 74, 94 or 
114bhp outputs plus a new 1.5-litre 
petrol engine offering 148bhp which 


appears in the 'go-faster' FR model. 

That version will naturally appeal 
to the younger brigade, particularly 
as SEAT says there are no plans for a 
sports Cupra edition in the new Ibiza 
range. 

Most of the new line-up has a five- 
speed manual gearbox, although the 
quicker versions do have a six-speed 
transmission, while the trim levels 
remain much as in the current SEAT 
model ranges, starting with the S, 
then SE, then the SE Technology with 
a choice of 74 or 94bhp followed by 
the more sporty FR trio and a pair of 
the top spec XCELLENCE models. 

With the new engines and the new 
chassis the quality and refinement of 
the drive and ride are far better than 
on previous generations. 

SEAT bosses expect the SE 
Technology model with the 1.0-litre 
94bhp engine under the bonnet 
and coming in at £15,255 to be the 
linchpin in the new range - and it's 
easy to see why because it has the 
ideal combination for most drivers in 
terms of performance and satisfaction. 

It clocks in with an acceleration of 0 
to 62mph of 10.9 seconds, combined 
fuel consumption of 60.1 mpg, C02 
of 106k/km, sits in VED Band E, 
insurance group 11 and with a BiK 
rating of 20 per cent. 

For a driver looking for a cheaper 
option then the entry-level 1.0-litre 
74bhp Ibiza S at £13,130 is a decent 
enough buy.

Haggas said: “We will now go to 
Ireland (Irish 1,000 Guineas).” 

■ Godolphin’s Best Solution won the 
Derby Trial at Lingfield on Saturday. 

It was a welcome change of 
fortune for Godolphin trainer Saeed 
bin Suroor, who held out big hopes 
of winning a first Kentucky Derby 


recently with Thunder Snow only 
for the colt to decide he did not 
want to run after leaving the stalls. 

Best Solution had finished 
behind Thunder Snow in Dubai but 
the 7-1 chance relished the return 
to turf, beating the staying-on Glen- 
cadam Glory by three and a quarter 
lengths under Pat Cosgrave.

Jarvis wants rules change 
after Silverstone struggles 


OLIVER Jarvis believes 
the Blancpain GT Series 
promoters need to re-think 
their balance of performance 
rules after a disappointing 
outing at Silverstone saw him 
finish ninth in his Bentley 
Team M-Sport Continental. 

The #63 Crasser Racing 
Team Lamborghini claimed 
their third Blancpain GT 
Series win in a row - two 
wins in the Endurance Cup 
and one in the Sprint Cup - 
with victory at Silverstone. 

And with two Mercedes 
taking second and third, 
Newmarket driver Jarvis 
believes changes need to be 
made in order for the rest of 
the field to have a chance of 
being competitive. 

"We had okay pace but the 
Lamborghinis and Mercedes 
were running at least a 
second a lap quicker than 
us," he said. 

"That's not good for a 
competitive championship and 
it's something the organisers 
really need to take a look at." 

The #8 Bentley finished fifth 
but Jarvis believes that was as 
good as the team could have 
hoped for given the speed of 
their rivals.

He continued: "The best 
we could have hoped for 
is fifth, which the sister car 
managed. We weren't quick 
enough compared to the 
Lamborghinis and Mercedes, 
and it's not just us - Ferrari, 
Nissan, BMW and Audi are 
not on the pace." 

Jarvis, 33, and co-drivers 
Guy Smith and Steven Kane 
had their hopes of a good 
result dashed when they pitted 
their #7 car during the second 
of two safety car periods. They 
dropped from ninth to 14th 
when Jarvis took over driving 
duties from Smith and things 
got even worse when Jarvis 
was spun from behind by the 
Ferrari of Giancarlo Fisichella, 
an incident which earned the 
Italian a drive-through penalty. 

Jarvis managed to recover, 
and Kane took on the final 
stint in 11th, but with pace 
an issue, the #7 car moved 
up just two more places in 
the final hour. 

The next round takes place 
at Paul Ricard, France, on June 
24 and it remains to be seen 
if the balance of performance 
will change.
